The
use of the therruo-sypho- n or gravity
system of water circulation is much
more general In the 1011 cars than be-
fore The multiple disc clutch is still
in general use but it is being simplified
greatly

Wheel sizes are much larger as it
makes riding much easier and the tires
last much longer. Demountable and
quick-detachab- le rims are standard.
